FBI agent testified today that 
the high-powered rifle bullet 
which killed Medgar Evers w a s1 
badly mutilated and it was im­ 
possible to say if it was fired 
from a gun similar to the 
alleged murder weapon. 
Richard Poppleton of Chev-> 
erly, Md., an FBI ballistics ex­ 
pert, testified that the bullet 
which killed Evers, a Negro 
integration leader, was fired 
from a rifle similar to the 30-06 
rifle the prosecution contends 
was used to kill Evers. 
But he said positive identi­ 
fication was impossible. 
Poppleton gave technical tes­ 
timony linking Byron De La 
Beckwith with the rifle which 
the prosecution contends was I 
used to kill Evers. 
Poppleton said that farmer 
I. T. McIntyre turned over to 
the FBI 53 empty cartridge! 
shells which he said were fired 
from a rifle he claimed to have 
traded to Beckwith about four 
years ago.

Sims Suggests Further 


Study On Redistricting 


The Marin County Board of 
Supervisor’s last-minute, redis­ 
tricting was upheld in Superior 
C o u r t yesterday, but Judge 
Richard M. Sims Jr. suggested 
that it be given further study. 
Judge Sims denied a taxpay­ 
er’s suit to compel redistrict­ 
ing commenting that he didn’t 
feel “this was the opportune 
time to throw out the old or 
new ordinances and c r e a t e 
chaotic conditions.” 
The supervisors’ plan d i d 
‘‘very little” to overcome the 
“drastic deviation” in popula­ 
tion between District 4 (West 
Marin) and the other districts, 
he said. 


The June supervisorial elec­ 
tion will be held on the basis 
of the new supervisoral boun­ 
daries approved by supervisors 
yesterday just in time for the 
1 p.m. court deadline. 
Attorney John P. Rooney of 
Larkspur, representing o f f i ­ 
cers of the San Rafael Junior 
Chamber of Commerce w h o 
filed the suit, said the new 
boundaries did not remedy the 


imbalance and that he would 
seek the “same remedies.” 
J u d g e Sims dismissed the 
taxpayers’ suit without preju­ 
dice against any future action 
against the new ordinance. 
The judge suggested that af­ 
ter the new board of supervi­ 
sors forms next January, it 
should again study supervisor­ 
ial districts. 
Under the redistricting, the 
population of District 4 was 
increased from 1.7 to 3.9 of 
the total population. 
The taxpayers petition asked 
that each new district contain 
at least 18 per cent and not 
more than 23 per cent of the 
county’s population. 
County Counsel Douglas J. 
Maloney contended that Dis­ 
trict 4 (West Marin) was a sep­ 
arate and distinct community, 
rural in nature and separated 
from other districts by natural 
boundaries. He Claimed that al-

portion of population it was

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The CditwA Vctebock 
Rockefeller Turns Out To 
Be Friendly, Down-To-Earth 


EVER PRESENT HELP 


YOU MIGHT SAY that Governor 
Rockefeller made his first change in 
campaign plans as the result of his ex­ 
periences in Marin. He indicated that 
he came here with the intention of shak­ 
ing every hand offered. But after an 
hour and a half of steady handshaking 
at Peacock Gap Tuesday night it became 
apparent that he could not stay long 
enough to meet everybody personally 
without missing his train for Los An­ 
geles. A change of plans was indicated. 
So he gave up and stepped up on a plat­ 
form to greet the throngs en masse. 
It was kind of a production-line op­ 
eration. After Rockefeller introduced 
Happy and spoke briefly, Senator .lack 
McCarthy and Assemblyman Bill Bag­ 
iev. co-hosts for the reception, would 
take the microphone to plead with the 
crowd to leave so as to admit another 
houseful from the long line waiting 
outside. 


EVEN THE MOST optimistic among 
Rockefeller's supporters and staff were 
bowled over by the throngs that showed 
up to see the presidential hopeful here 
in Marin. 
They had hoped for a big crowd. But 
they didn’t dream that the turnout 
would be so overwhelming. The large 
press corps accompanying the Rocke­ 
fellers on this first 1964 campaign visit 
to California likewise was bowled over 
by the size and enthusiasm of the Marin 
throng. 


HOW DOES THE Governor size up 
his chances for the G O P. presidential 
nomination0 Does he have a chance 
against Goldwater or any of the others 
who are occasionally mentioned as pos­ 
sibilities? 
It all depends on the outcome of cer­ 
tain key primary elections, he tells you. 
And 
he mentions specifically New 
Hampshire (March 10). Oregon (May 15), 
and California (June 2). 
The candidate who doesn't win these 
three, he says, is “ dead ”; that is, he can­ 
not go on to win the G.O.P. nomination 
if he suffers defeat in these three key 
contests. 


HOW DOES ROCKEFELLER plan to 
go about campaigning in these three 
states0 
He will concentrate on pointing out 
the differences between his views and 
those of Senator Goldwater, he says, 


launching almost enthusiastically into 
a recitation of Goldwater's expressed 
aims of withdrawing from the United 
Nations, ending foreign aid and abolish­ 
ing the graduated income tax. His dis­ 
agreement with Goldwater's “ far out” 
ideas is implicit. 


AT THE MOMENT he is campaigning 
principally against Goldwater for the 
Republican nomination, so he does not 
go further than to observe that the Re­ 
publican party can achieve victory in 
1964 by offering workable solutions to 
problems facing the nation “ which the 
present administration has not been 
able to solve.” 
He leases you with the feeling that 
after he has won the G.O.P. nomination, 
he will get down to brass tacks on spe­ 
cific proposals for curing some v>f the 
nation’s ills. 
As an aside, this is the impression 
that Richard Nixon gave in times past; 
but Nixon never got very’ specific in sub­ 
sequent campaigning. 


CAN THE GOVERNOR give suf­ 
ficient time and effort to campaigning 
in California? 
After the New Hampshire primary 
and after the New York legislative ses­ 
sion is over, he will be able to spend all 
the time that is necessary in California 
and Oregon, he tells you. 


WHAT KIND OF A GUY is Nelson 
Rockefeller to talk with0 
He is friendly, down-to-earth and un­ 
like some pompous governors I have 
met. At times, just for a moment, he 
reminds you of Will Rogers in appear­ 
ance and speech. 
Nixon never seemed at ease in a re­ 
ceiving line He acted like he wished he 
didn't have to meet all the people. 
Roc kefeller obviously enjoys meeting 
people. So does Happy. Her smile is in­ 
fectious. 


IT WAS SAID among the press corps 
that the Rockefeller campaign brain 
trust had selected Marin as a test area 
for an initial appearance in California. 
If what happened here is likely to be 
repeated over the rest of the state, 
Rockefeller will score a decisive win 
over Goldwater in the California pri­ 
mary.

WASHINGTON M — The 
Red Chinese are either back­ 
ing down on their resistance 
to a “ two-China” policy or 
they are going to try to use 
American allies and friends, 
and e v e n neutrals, to put 
this country in a box. 
The problem of Red China 
promises to 
make 
1964 a 
mixed up, goofy, and turbu­ 
lent year. It started Monday 
when France recognized the 
Red Chinese, meaning it rec­ 
ognized them as the legiti­ 
mate rulers of all mainland 
China. 
France did this against the 
expressed wishes of its Amer­ 
ican ally which backs Chiang 
Kai-shek who claims his Na­ 
tionalist government on For­ 
mosa is the only legitimate 
government both of Formosa 
and the mainland. 
From a realistic standpoint 
this is a fiction and has been 
for years. The United States 
got throwm into it and then 
got stuck with it. 


THE REDS defeated Chiang 
and his armies and drove him 
from the mainland to Formo­ 
sa 100 miles offshore in 1949 
after this country had given 
up helping him because his 
government was corrupt and 
useless. 
He has been on Formosa 
ever since and could never 
get back to the mainland 
without A m e r i c a n help, 
which isn’t being given him, 
a l t h o u g h this country is 
pledged to defend him from a 
Red Chinese invasion. 
The Reds not only control 
the mainland, with its 700 
million people, but show ab­ 
solutely no sign of losing con­ 
trol. There are 11 million peo­ 
ple on Formosa. 
When Chiang first fled to 
Formosa, the United States 
washed its hands of him. said 
it wouldn’t defend him from 
Red Chinese attack. It made 
him an ally, and agreed to 


defend him, only after the 
Korean war began. 


NOW COMES the odd part, 
the 
only 
point 
on 
which 
Chiang and the Reds agree. 
Both insist Formosa and the 
mainland are not two separ­ 
ate Chinas but just two parts 
of one China. 
Roth claim to be the legiti­ 
mate rulers of the one big 
China. Everything gets mur­ 
ky after that. 
The Reds until now have 
insisted they wanted no rec­ 
ognition of their right to boss 
the mainland from any coun­ 
try 
recognizing 
the 
sov- 
eignty of Chiang’s govern­ 
ment over Formosa. 
Chiang has insisted on the 
same thing, but the other way 
around. To do otherwise, both 
argue, would be to admit 
there are two Chinas instead 
of one. 
Forty-eight countries now 
recognize the Red Chinese, 
including some of this coun­ 
try’s North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization allies: Britain, 
Norway, Denmark, the Neth­ 
erlands. Now suddenly there 
appears to be a switch. 


RED CHINA is accepting 
recognition 
from 
F r a n c e 
w h i c h 
a l s o 
recognizes 
Chiang’s government. It may 
he thev hope outraged Chiang 
will disown the French rec­ 
ognition. although this coun­ 
try insists he must not. 
If such a hope is not the 
real basis for the Reds’ ac­ 
ceptance of the dual French 
recognition, then the Com­ 
munists seem to be abandon­ 
ing their long-stated policy 
against the “ two-China” rec­ 
ognition. 
What could they hope to 
gain? If other countries flock 
behind France, 
particularly 
American allies, in recogniz­ 
ing Red China it should weak 
en this country’s anti-Com- 
m u n i s t China position and 
cause trouble with friends.

He has also laid down the 
rule that between now and 
the Democratic convention in 
Atlantic City in August, he

fund-raising 
speeches to one a month.

L O N D O N OP— Communist 
agents are u s i n g honeyed 
words and lessons in killing in ! 
their efforts to dominate the 
newly independent nations of 
Africa. 
They hope thereby to end 
the continent’s trade with the j 
West and transform the Afri­ 
can people into dedicated Marx­ 
ists prepared to struggle for 
a completely C o m m u n i s t 
world. 


When P r e m i e r Nikita 


Khrushchev said, “ Africa is 
no exception to the inevita­ 
ble spread of communism 
throughout the world,” he 
defined the goal even though 
the 
Russian 
and 
Chinese 


Communists go about their 
tasks in different ways and 
in 
competition 
with 
each 


other. 


These Communist efforts at I 
subversion cause endless hours j 
of worry to the leaders of the 
West. 
Yet thus far the Reds 
have been surprisingly unsuc­ 
cessful. 


They stubbed their toes in 


Guinea and the Congo when 
everything seemed to be in 
their favor. Elsewhere they 
have discovered that Afric­ 
an leaders often have antici­ 
pated their moves. 


A survey prepared by the 
Associated Press shows that the 
danger of Red takeovers still 
exists in many places, w i t h 
Zanzibar a particularly vivid 
example. 
But there also is hope that, j 
given time, these Communist 
maneuvers can be frustrated 
even in a place as explosive as 
Zanzibar. 
Africa’s age of political inno­ 
cence is over. Its death can be 


attributed in part to the grow­ 
ing rivalry between the Soviet 
Union and Communist China. 


Experts b e l i e v e mo s t 


African leaders seek at all 
costs to avoid getting in­ 
volved in the Moscow-Peking 
argument. These leaders see 
only danger for themselves 
in being 
drawn into the 


world struggle inside th e 
Communist movement — a 
struggle which now reaches 
through Asia and into l>atin 
America. 


Diplomats who know Africa 
suspect that 
C o m m u n i s t . 
China’s influence is rising on | 
; the continent while Russia’s is 
on the ebb. One man explains 
it this wav: 
| 
“The Red Chinese are work- j 
ing with the wildest, most vio-! 
j lent, most i r r e s p o n s i b l e 
| groups. 
The Russian efforts 
are more subtle. The Russans 
put more emphasis on loans of 
money and technicians and the 


educating of Africans in Corn*] 
munist bloc universities. 


African leaders, including 


President Sekou Toure of I 
(iuinea and Kwame Nkrumah 
of Ghana, are keeping up 
some connections with the ] 
West. There is an African 
saying to explain this atti­ 
tude: “ If you have an east­ 
ern 
friend 
you 
need 
a 


western one for insurance.” 


Many new African countries 
are following a trend toward 
one-party government with the 
party usually described as So­ 
cialist. But such parties rep­ 
resent 
a 
brand 
of 
African 
socialism distinct from what 
the Communists describe as 
“ Marxist-I^eninist scientific so­ 
cialism.” 
For one thing African So­ 
cialists 
are 
careful 
not 
to 
pledge obedience to Moscow 
or Peking. 
They also claim 
they can mix socialism an d 
capitalism. 


In some cases such African 
parties seem to have almost 
no 
defined 
ideology. 
They 
are mere instruments for run­ 
ning a government and keep­ 
ing the opposition quiet. 


In seeking to swing Afri­ 
cans over to communism the 
agents of the Soviet Union 
and Communist China use 
everything from propaganda 
movies to bribes. They mix 
friendly a r g u m e n t s with 
threats. 


But these techniques often 
fail. Even the Russian aid pro­ 
grams seem to have lost Mos­ 
cow more friends than they 
have 
made. 
Many 
Africans 
complain 
about 
the 
shoddy 
quality of Communist goods 
The Ghanaians also found that 
cocoa shipped from Ghana was 
used by the Russians to under­ 
cut world cocoa prices. 


Difficulties also have attend­ 
ed the Soviet education pro­ 
gram. 
although 
some 
4.000 
Africans now’ are enrolled at 
R u s s i a n universities. 
The 
Kremlin hopes these students) 
will form a second wave of 
dedicated Marxists who will j 
replace Africa's present bour­ 
geois rulers in time. 


But m a n y African stu­ 
dents come 
home 
disillu­ 
sioned w i t h communism. 
There was the e x o d u s of 
African students from Bul­ 
garia 
in 
February, 
1963. 


Africans in other Communist 
bloc countries e x h i b i t e d 
signs of unrest. The strange 
death of a Ghanaian student 
touched off a wild demon­ 
stration by Africans in Mos­ 
cow last December. 


Western experts regard the 
Chinese Communist subversion 
techniques as even more sinis­ 


ter than the ones employed ny 
the Soviet Union. 
The Chinese Reds would be 
hard pressed to compete with 
the Russians in building such 
things as roads and dams for 
African 
countries. 
Compara­ 
tively t h e i r penetration pro­ 
grams operate on a financial 
shoestring. 


After seeking out dissi­ 
dent 
groups, the 
Chinese 


Communists train such peo­ 
ple 
in 
the 
techniques of 


guerrilla warfare and revo­ 
lution 
and urge 
them 
to 


strike. Tribesmen with old 
grudges to settle tend to fall 
for this line of talk easier 
than the more sophisticated 
African town dwellers. 


Diplomatic sources said the 
recent successful uprising in 
Zanzibar showed signs of this 
Chinese Red technique. 
The 
foreign minister of the revo- 
tionary regime. Sheik Abdul 
Rahman Mohammed, known as 
Babu, reportedly has Chinese 
l Communist contacts. 
Several experts believe that 
in Zanzibar the Chinese Rods 
may have operated in an in­ 
direct manner. 
According to 
some accounts the uprising was 
I helped 
along 
by 
C u b a n s 
trained by Chinese Reds rather 
than 
by the Chinese thcrn- 
I selves. 


The disorders in nearby 


Tanganyika are more diffi­ 
cult to pin down. There may 
have been some Communist 
plotting, diplomatic sources 
say, but the basic cause of 
unrest probably stems from 
strains produced hv the de­ 
velopment 
of 
Tanganyika 


from a tribal to a modern 
society plus racial antago­ 
nisms. 


Fixing the causes of trouble 


in Africa is always difficult 
Experts say the situation can 
change from month to month 
and. when the mobs are in the 
streets, from hour to hour. 


With these qualifications In 
mind many African countries 
can be grouped in one of four 
listings. 


The first includes (iuinea 


and the Congo.

and 1963. The Russians seem 
to keep overplaying their hand 
in the Congo. 


\ second group is made up 


of countries now subjected 
to 
increasing 
Communist 


pressure. These are Algeria, 
Mali, Ghana, Angola. Zanzi­ 
bar, Somalia, and Ethiopia. 
The Communists have spent 
a lot of money in both So­ 
malia 
an d 
Ethiopia. The 


latter country has received 
110 million dollars in aid 


since 1954. 


A third group ts composed 


of Tanganyika and Kenya. In­ 
stability in these countries is 
traced more to old tribal con­ 
flicts and the breakdown of the 
tribal system than to clear-cut 
idiological issues. 
And finally there is South 
Africa and Southern Rhodesia. 
In 
both 
countries 
a 
white 
versus African racial issue is 
involved. 
Other African countries not 
included in any listing are re­ 
garded by experts as relatively 
quiet for the moment. But al­ 
most all of them are vulner­ 
able in some degree to com­ 
munist penetration.

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Brown Pushes For Bond Financing

SACRAMENTO (CNS) 
Here 
we go again. 
There's another 
big push by Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown for “deferred'' s t a t e 
government financing. 


The governor is proposing 


760 million dollars worth of 
new bonds to help finance 
what will he his 3.5-hillinn- 
dollar budget this year. The 
exart figure is to he an­ 
nounced when the legisla­ 
ture convenes Monday. 


Broken down, this amounts 
to 350 million dollars for state 
construction, 260 million dol­ 
lars 
for school 
construction 
loans, and 150 million dollar« 
for state parks. 
The voters turned down a 
state park bond issue in 1962 


However, th e legislature 


already 
has approx ed 
the 


new park bond issue, and it 


definitely 
will 
he 
on 
the 
ballot this year. The other 
two issues will he presented 
to the legislature in special 
session. 


When and if the legislature 
adopts the p r o p o s e d new 
Brown bond issue, here in a 
capsule is what tho people of 
California are up against: 


Bond issues outstanding at

time, $2.832,- 


000,096. 


Bond 
issues 
authorized 
hut not sold. $2,418,000.000. 
Proposed bond issues, 760 
million dollars. 
Grand t o t a l of potential

The grand total does not in­ 
clude the interest California 
taxpayers will have to contrb- 
ute to amortize the bond issues. 
What does the interest mean 


; to the California taxpayer? 
Assuming that the total out­ 
standing debt reaches 6 billion 
dollars, 
the 
interest 
w i l l j 
amount to approximately 4 8 
billion dollars. 
The state would he respon­ 
sible for 10.8 billion dollars in 
order to finance the prospec­ 
tive total debt. 


Some of the bond issues 


are what la known as self- 
amortizing, which m e a n t 
that only rcrtain classes of 
people henefltting from the 
issues will repay the money, 
plus interest. However, the 
bonds will he general ohliga 
lion bonds and the final re­ 
sponsibility will rest with all 
the taxpayers. 


During 1964 alone, the state 
will pay off $108 334.000 in 
state tMind.s 
In retiring these 
bonds, there will lie $85.737.- 
009 in interest charges on all 
outstanding bonds. This brings 


the 1964 total for bond repay­ 
ment to better than 194 million 
dollars. 
Principle payments will in­ 
crease and interest payments 
decrease as the years pass, hut 
only if the outstanding bonded 
indebtedness 
is 
loft 
at 
its 
present level. 


The figure Is unrealistic 


in that eventuality, the total 
outstanding deht from th«* 
presently authorized bond is­ 
sues will amount to 5.28 bil­ 
lion 
dollars 
without 
the 


proposed additions. 
State Treasurer Bert Betts* 


1963 bond brochure dooMi't 
mention authorized bonds— 
only outstanding bonds. But 
virtually 
all bonds author­ 
ized will be sold exentuallv. 


Thus, it can be seen that 
bond financing as practiced by 
the Brown administration is 
bringing the California public 
debt to a staggering total.

Whites Worry White In South Africa

JOHANNESBURG «?D — By 
the thousands, Europeans an* 
coming to South Africa and 
are met by fear from their 
fellow whites of the changes 
they will bring with them. 


The white men who haxe 


been h e r e for generations 
number two million. 
Their 


forefathers settled from The 
Netherlands, 
Belgium 
and 


Germany 
more 
than 
150 


years ago. They are the “ na­ 
tive” white South Africans 
and they are f a i l e d Afri­ 
kaners. 


Many of them see the fabric 
of the white South African cul­ 
ture disappearing if the “ new j 
white immigrants continue to 
arrive in large numbers. The 
more conservative Afrikaners 
stand in firm opposition to the 
country’s immigration boom. 


They want to preserve the 


“ South African way of life,” 


w h i c h includes apartheid, 
which ordains the total sepa­ 
ration of the races, a form 
of segregation at Its severest.

It's Bad For Person To Be Bitten 


By Animal— But Man's Bite Is Worse 


Aleutian-mink disease was discovered 
several years ago and is known to exist 
in most mink raising areas. It is a slow, 
smoldering ailment and may exist for 
months before the animal appears ill. 
The liver, spleen, and kidneys enlarge 
and the blood vessels are involved. In 
time, 90 per cent of the affected animals 
die. 
SEVERAL years ago, Dr. Irving Chap­ 
man and Dr. Fidelio A. Jiminez cared 
for a mink raiser who died but 
the cause remained a mystery, 
despite careful autopsy. 
The 
patient told of having been bit­ 
ten repeatedly by these ani­ 
mals, and a relationship be­ 
tween the two was suspected 
but could not be proved. 
These medicos persisted in 
searching the medical litera­ 
ture and finally were reward­ 
ed with a description of Aleu- 
tion-mink disease. The results 
of the microscopic studies of 
the tissues of the dead mink 
were the same as those of the 
patient who had raised these 
animals. 
Will more case his­ 
tories appear, now that the dis­ 
order is recognized as a pos­ 
sible hazard in the industry? 
RABIES is the most widely 
known of all diseases trans­ 
mitted from mammals to man. 
Cat scratch fever is less seri- 
out but some victims develop 
prolonged and disabling symp­ 
toms. Fever, weakness, head­ 
ache, enlarged lymph glands, 
and a red rash are the most 
common manifestations. 
Man’s bite is extremely haz­ 
ardous, as the human m o u t h 
teem s wdth millions of bacteria. 
These organisms may c a u s e 
infection if introduced u n d e r 
the skin and could prove fatal 
if blood poisoning e n s u e s . 
Cleansing the wound thorough­ 
ly with plenty of hot water and 
soap or an antiseptic detergent 
is the best defense against this 
complication.

You are no chicken and we 
can assume you thrive on con­ 
stipation, considering your age. 
Many birds with no teeth eat 
sand and pebbles, which help 
break up the food in the gas­ 
trointestinal tract.

Matthews said the h o u s e 
was sold to him by contractor 
Earl Baldwin of Mill Valley as 
a two-bedroom house, but the 
county building permit was is­ 
sued for a one-bedroom house. 
Desmond said today, t h a t 
Baldwin’s attorney, H i l a r y 
Crawford of San Francisco, has 
offered to rebuild or enlarge 
the septic system or else take 
back the house. 
“As long as they (the own- j 
ers and the builder) are still 
talking to each other, w e’re 
willing to wait,” Desmond said.

for the 
Matthews, originally set by the 
health department for Jan. 1, 
was extended to Jan. 31. Now 
the department is granting 10- 
day extensions. “We want to 
give them time to do some­ 
thing,” Desmond said.

Teen Car Strippers 


Causing Big Headache

the honky-tonk stripper that's

It's the teen-age car stripper 
whose deftness at lifting expen­ 
sive parts from high speed au­ 
tomobiles 
might 
prompt pit 
m e c h a n i c s at indienapohs 
Speedway to professional jeal­ 
ousy, 
“It’s the newest thing in auto 
theft," says Sgt. Ray Mayhugh, 
automobile theft officer of the 
California Highway Patrol. 
The hottest items at “Mid- j 
night auto,” as the practice of 
stripping cars is called, are big 
engines and fast-slnft transm is-; 
sions. And some tbrieves can 
steal, strip and abandon the 
hulk in the space of two hours 
flat—even if it means cutting 
a door out for elbow room. 
Fifteen years ago the strip-, 
pers, most of whom are under 
18 years of age, confined them- j 
selves to hubcaps, tires, radio; 
aerials and an occasional radio, j 
**But now," Mayhlgh says, ; 
“ they really clean them out 
— motor, transmission, dash- j 
hoard, steering wheel, the 
whole thing." 
During a recent seven month 
period. 100 Chevrolet Corvettes 
were stolen in the San Fran­ 
cisco Bay Area and 65 of them 
turned up on dark streets or 
remote areas with an average 
of about $2,000 in parts miss­ 
ing. 
“In one case, two hours after 
the car was stolen it was found 
abandoned and the transmis­ 
sion was gone. They had cut 
out the door to get at it,” May- i 
hugh says. 
“They use the stuff for their 
own cars. Some of it shows up 
on drag strips. They've blown ; 
up their own equipment so they 
steal some more.” 
About 62,000 thefts were re­ 
ported during 1963 and the big. 
gest “theft period” is just com- j 


ing to a close. That's between 
September and January when 
s e a s o n a l work is low and 
thieves “need a few bucks,” lie 
says. 


Most of the thieves are 16 
to 20 years old—80 per cent 
are tinder 21— and tempta­ 
tion often stares them in the 
face. About half the cars 
stolen have keys in the ig­ 
nition or the ignition is un­ 
locked. 


The number of cars stolon in 
the state has doubled since 
1952 w hen 26,000 were stolen. |

thefts a year by 1970.

Instead, the cars are 
usually found abandoned.” 


Mayhugh savs faster and 
better communications

checking on car thefts are 
needed at the police precinct 
level but that 
police also 
must 
receive

mental training to meet the 
growing problem 
'I t’s the uniformed officer 
in the field who has the best 
opportunity to nab thieves,” he 
says, noting that special train­ 
ing, such as courses in how to 
spot a stolen ear. has raised ar­ 
rests as high as 43 per cent.

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The Case For The Great Dane 


By DON KEOWN 


So you have always ad­ 
mired the Great Dane, but 
have felt you lacked the space 
necessary to k e e p such a 
large dog? 
Then, says Mrs. Edith Wel­ 
don of Belveron Gardens on 
the Tiburón Peninsula, you’ve 
been the victim of one of the 
s e v e r a l myths that have 
grown up around the breed. 
Actually, she claims, the 
G r e a t Dane thrives in less 
space and with less exercise 
than many of the medium­ 
sized breeds. 


TO BACK CP that asser­ 
tion she can point to her own 
Ladymeade Celandine, better 
known as Cammie. 
Cammie stands 31 inches 
high at the shoulder and 
weighs approximately 150 
pounds. But she is perfectly 
happy in the four-room Wel­ 
don home and its small yard. 
And she spends the day, while 
Mrs. Weldon is at her job as 
a "Meter Maid” in San Rafael 
and daughter Cathy, 14, is in 
school, confined to the kitch­ 
en. And quite content to be 
there. 
This ease with which the 
Great Dane can adjust to the 
small home is only one of sev­ 
eral reasons why Mrs. Weldon 
prefers the breed to all other 
dogs. 


THE GENTLE nature of the 
Great Dane makes it a natural 
companion for children, she 
says. Yet, the Dane is also an 
excellent watch dog, intelli­ 
gent enough to differentiate 
between intruder and invited 
guest. 
The short hair of the Great 
Dane means less care. 
And finally, there is t h a t 
characteristic dignity of the 
Dane's regal carriage and 
coat. 
Cammie is Mrs. Weldon’s 
fourth Great Dane—but her 
first to enjoy real success in 
the show ring. Cammie was 
well on her way to her cham­ 
pionship when an infection 
last fall necessitated an opera­ 
tion that ended her show ca­ 
reer. But the Weldon home 
contains a number of trophies 
and ribbons that serve as me­ 
mentoes of Cammie’s suc­ 
cesses. 


EDITH WELDON remem­ 
bers that, from childhood on, 
she has always had dogs 
around her. But those earlier

canines were mixed breeds, 
beloved pets but not show 
dogs. Then, 14 years ago, she 
acquired Lady Louise of Les- 
tomuir, a black Great Dane. 
She explains: "My aunt and 
uncle owned the half brother 
to Lady Louise. I liked their 
dog so much that I decided to 
buy a Great Dane of my own.” 
Lady Louise competed in 
dog shows, but enjoyed little 
success. "She just didn’t have 
it,” Mrs. Weldon admits. 
But she proved to be an 
ideal pet. And it was Lady

fered to sell her Cammie. 
The Pacifica woman owned 
several other dogs and there­ 
fore was unable to show Cam­ 
mie the affection and atten­ 
tion which she thought the 
dog needed and deserved. So, 
although Cammie had already 
earned several points toward 
her championship, she delib­ 
erately set a low price tag on 
her dog, confident that Mrs. 
Weldon would provide Cam­ 
mie with a good home. 
"I’m still a long way from 


being an expert,” Mrs. Wel­ 
don says, "and at that time, I 
knew virtually nothing about 
show dogs. But I took Mrs. 
Pokomy’s word for it that 
Cammie was an outstanding 
Great Dane.

Continued from Page M 3 
ture of Irish Wolfhound and 
Old English Mastiff. 
Like all the older varieties 
of dog, the Dane was devel­ 
oped for a serious useful pur­ 
pose. The Germans used him 
for hunting boars and deer. 
To tackle the dangerous wild 
boar required a 
super-dog 
But the Great Dane was equal 
to the task. 


THRO UGH T H E years, the 
Great Dane has been known 
under 
a 
variety 
of 
other 
names, the most popular of 
which is German Mastiff. He's 
also been called the Danish 
Dog, the Deutsche Dogge, a 
wild boar hound, the Siberian 
Dog, the Ulm Dog, etc. 
Whatever the name, it is an 
old breed that has existed for 
many centuries. 
Through the years the Great 
Dane has enjoyed a steady if 
not spectacular climb in popu­ 
larity. 
Perhaps 
the 
first 
Great 
Dane in North America was a 
male owned by a Francis But­ 
ler of New York in 1857 Dur­ 
ing the next 20 years, a num­ 
ber of Danes were imported 
so that in 1878 the Westmin­ 
ster Kennel Club Show pro­ 
vided a class for these giant 
dogs under the name “ Siber­ 
ian or Ulm Dogs” and there 
was a total of 11 entries 


IN TH E 1886 Westminster 
show, they were classified for 
the first time as Great Danes 
And the following year, the 
first Great Dane champion, 
Juno, owned by Osceola Ken­ 
nels of Osceola \Vi> 
was re­ 
corded 
In 188ft what was to lie- 
come the Great Dane Club of 
America was organized in Chi- 
cago, under the name German 
Mastiff Club, and that s a m e 
year it became the fourth club 
to become affiliated with the 
American Kennel Club 
The Danes had been award­ 
ed a classification of t h e i r 
own at sanctioned American 
shows in 1888, three years af­ 
ter they had been accorded 
that recognition in Great Brit-

hound. 


T H E G R EA T DANK Club of 
England had been formed in 
1882, the German Great Dane 
Club in 1888 
From those beginnings, the 
registration and the »bowing 
of Great Danes continued to 
mount steadily until by the 
mid-1940« tlie 3,000 mark w.i' 
parsed in registered Danes 
What do the judges look for 
when the Great Danes are in 
the show ring? 
Well, generally for that dis

appearance

nity, strength and elegance

characterize the Great Dane. 
W ith his powerful, well-form­ 
ed body, he has been called 
“ the Apollo of dog».*' 
The coat is very short and 
thick, smooth and glossy. The 
color may l>e brindled yellow 
with 
strong

c r o s s 
stripes, deep golden yellow 
with black mask and black 
nails, a pure steel blue with­ 
out tinge of yellow or black, 
a glossy black or harlequin 
with pure white as the base 
color 
and 
irregular 
black 
spots. 


T H E IM P R E S S IV E head is 
long narrow expressive, fine­ 


ly chiseled. Eyes are medium 
in size, and should be as dark 
as possible and with a lively 
intelligent 
expression. 
Ears 
should be high set not too far 
apart, and medium in size. 
The nose must be large and. 
in the case of brindled and 
single-colored Danes, must al­ 
ways be black. Strong teeth, 
broad 
chest, 
muscular and 
sinewy neck, and a trunk with 
the withers forming the high­ 
est part of a strong back are 
just a few of the other traits 
for which the judges award 
their coveted points.

Sasha 
Makovkin 
was 
a 
young student of architecture 
at the University of British 
Columbia in 
Vancouver 
in 
the early 1950s when he hap­ 
pened to enroll in an exten­ 
sion class in pottery. 
As a result, today he de­ 
signs— and makes— vases and 
pots instead of buildings. 
And he ha.» no regret for 
the whim of fate that chang 'd 
the entire course of bis life. 
At work in his studio in Mill 
Valley’s Almonte section, he 
is a happy man. 
He is on * of Northern C.di- 
fornia's few potters who sup­ 


port their families solely on 
the 
earnings 
from 
their 
craft. 
“ Some months are awfully 
lean, and some are fat,” he 
smiles. “ But we get by.” 


MAKOVKIN says his inter­ 
est in the arts predates his 
enrollment 
in 
the 
pottery 
class at the University of 
British Columbia. But it was 
th > natural talent for pottery 
making that he displayed in 
that class that decided him 
upon his future career. 
He completed his univer­ 
sity studies, switching to ma­ 
jors in English and econom­ 


ics. But his goal was to make 
pottery his profession. 
The director of the UBC 
workshop turned a key over 
to Makovkin. and he was free 
to come and go as he wished. 
Most of his evenings were 
spent at the potter's wheel. 
While he was still a uni­ 
versity student, he was in­ 
vited by the Department of 
Architecture to teach fabri­ 
cation of ceramic tile to the 
future architects.

following year he captured 
first prize in ceramics at the 
university’s art gallery, and 
one of his vases was pur­ 
chased for the school’s per­ 
manent collection. 
In 
1955, 
the 
Vancouver 
Art Gallery purchased a tu­ 
reen for its permanent collec­ 
tion. 
The sale which Makovkin 
remembers best was the first 
one. A small bottle brought 
him five dollars.

A Different Kind Of Exchange Program

Only <i few fortunate Marin 
high school students have the 
privilege of becoming part of 
a foreign exchange program. 
Still fewer enjoy the experi­ 
ence of teaching abroad 
Walter Beech now a senior 
at Redwood High School in 
larkspur, is one of those very 
few, having spent two weeks 
as an instructor in English 
lor Japanese high school and 
junior high school students on 
the islands of Mi\ake and Mi 
kura 


AT T1IE TIM E Beech was 
visiting his father, who has 
been living in Japan recently,

I -a >t summer Jack Moyer, 
an instructor there in history, 
language and the culture of 
Japan, 
initiated an experi­ 
mental program which he en­

Cultural Exchange Program.1* 
Eight students were select­ 
ed for participation on the 
basis of aptitude and interest 
from the 450 attending the 
grammar school and 425 at­ 
tending the high school of the 
Japanese 
American 
School. 
Seven of them had lived at 
least half their lives in Japan. 
Beech was the only one who 
did not speak Japanese. Six 
were girls, with Beech one of 
but two boys chosen for the 
program. 


L IF E FOR the young “ stu­ 
dent teachers“ was as luxur­ 
ious as it was interesting dur­ 
ing their brief stints on the 
two islands which are mem­ 
bers of the Izu group located 
100 miles south of Tokyo. 
Beech describes the islands 
as 
“ volcanic, 
tropical 
and 
rainy.“ Miyake, he adds, con­ 
tains one of Japan's most 
dangerous still active volca­ 
nos 
Only two years ago it 
had erupted so violently that 
2.500 of the inhabitants had 
to be evacuated. 
Mikura. too. has its unusual 
geographical feature includ­ 
ing one of the highest cliffs 
in the world, a 1 586 foot drop 
directly into the mean. 
With a perimeter of but 12 
miles, it contains one of the 
smallest 
villages 
in 
Japan 
with 280 inhabitants. 


THE “ TEAC HERS** began 
their task of instructing Eng­ 
lish classes at the three junior 
high schools and one senior 
high school on Miyake and 
one junior high school on 
Mikura. 
With the other boy involved 
in the program, Victor I*e, 
Beech spent four days on Mi- 


kura teaching and exploring. 
They examined Jomon pot­ 
tery made 6,000 to 7,000 years 
ago. The “ fascinating” camp­ 
ing grounds of the Jomon 
people were very near the 
village. 
In 
sharp contrast, 
they also visited the modern 
electric power plant on the 
island. 


W H ILE ON Mikura they 
stayed with Oba san. a “ very 
venerable old lady,” and an 
ex-pearl diver. Her two sons 


had gone to Tovko to work, 
as had many of the other 
young people of the islands. 
Soon, 
according 
to 
Beech, 
with so many young people 
leaving, the islands may be­ 
come virtually uninhabited. 
Of 42 students enrolled in 
a 10th grade class on Miyake, 
40 planned to leave the island. 
TTie “ teachers" not only in­ 
structed for four days on Mi­ 
kura, 
but, 
in 
turn, 
a l s o 
learned a great deal. 
One story told to them by 


a government official dealt 
with an American ship load­ 
ed with Chinese coolies bound 
for the United States to work 
on the railroads. The year 
was in 1862 and the boat was 
just off the island of Mikura 
when it began to sink. 


ONE CREW member fired 
a shot gun as the boat col­ 
lapsed. The people in the vil­ 
lage ran down to the rocky 
shore and rescued all the pas-

ever, the merchants still fol­ 
low the custom of hanging 
bamboo strips outside their 
stores to ward off evil spirits.

TO BEECH, the most excit­ 
ing occasions came when, in 
his 10th grade class, students 
would stray from the gram­ 
mar he was teaching them.

came involved in such discus­ 
sions as: 
“ How serious is the South­ 
ern racial problem?*’ 
“ What do you think of the 
Moscow to Washington *hot 
line*?”

Some students would ask 
their questions in English,

Beech and his fellow worker 
encouraged their students to 
speak English, emphasizing 
proper pronunciation. 


ON M IYA KE, a great aid to

Gliding is just a matter of 
being towed up and coming 
down again, something that 
leaves most .«oarers cold Real 
soaring is staying up as long 
as you can find an air current, 
through thermals, waves or 
off-slopes The most avid and 
advanced soarers are interest­ 
ed in settmg new records in 
altitude, endurance and dis­ 
tance. 


IF 1IE IS skillful and lucky, 
the pilot can fly more than 
•'>00 miles on thermals. Some 
have been able to rise more 
than 1,000 feet per minute in 
them. 


He can rise from 5,000 to 
30.000 feet. Much higher alti­ 
tudes have been reached in 
sailplanes in recent years util­ 
izing the “ standing wave*’ fre­ 
quently found in the lee of 
ridges or mountain ranges. An 
altitude of nearly 45,000 feet 
has been achieved by a sail­ 
plane utilizing wave lift. Ac­ 
tually this lift frequently goes 
much higher, but that is the 
maximum altitude for conven­ 
tional oxygen equipment in an 
unpressurized cabin. 
Not many Marinites have

When 
writers get lyrical 
and evoke feelings transcend­ 
ing common experien e, they 
often use the word ' soar.'* 
And when you talk to any­ 
one who has ever been soar­ 
ing in a sailplane, the de.-crip- 
tion they try to give of their 
experience sounds much the 
same as the poetic image 
Soaring is to flying what 
sailing is to boating 


Sailplanes are what used to 
be more c o n i m o n l y called 
“ gliders" — motorless, sound- 
less, and fumeless. The skill, 
knowledge, and judgment of 
the pilot keep them up 
Hut getting the plant in the 
air demands team work from 
the ground crew, who help 
take the plane from ihe han­ 
gar, tow it by bus down the 
runway, jockey it into position 
behind the tow plane, attach 
the tow line, and then assist 
the pilot in entering the cock­ 
pit and fastening the canopy. 


TIIE PILOT is dependent 
upon the tow plane ahead un­ 
til he gains sufficient altitude 
to cut loose, u»ually at 2 000 
to 4,000 feet. 
After the sharp c l a n k of 
metal released from metal, 
the sailplane shudders and he 
watches the t o w - l i n e -nap 
away in the wake of the tow 
plane. Then comes the mo­ 
ments he has waited lor all

THIS CLUB, organized as a 
non-profit corporation to pro­ 
vide soaring facilities in the 
North Bay area, already in­ 
cludes nine residents of Ma­ 
rin as members. And if they 
can succeed in locating a fly­ 
ing field in Marin, the mem­ 
bers feel certain other Marin- 
ites will be attracted. 
Right now the club uses a 
Sonoma airport, but the mem­ 
bers feel that Marin has one 
of the best potentials for a 
greater variety of soaring con­ 
ditions.

Marin is helpful in develop­ 
ing the warm air bubbles 
called “ thermals.” There are 
also great 
possibilities 
for 
slope soaring, using the hills 
facing prevailing w e s t e r l y 
winds. 
Strong winter winds often 
associated with rows of lenti­ 
cular (flat lens-shaped) clouds 
streaming out from Mt. Tam- 
alpais are a sign that Marin 
would be an excellent wave 
soaring area, too. 


SOARING FIRST developed 
as 
an 
organized 
sport 
in 
Europe, but California is now 
the leading soaring state in a 
U.S. in which the sport has 
grown rapidly. 
In Europe, meadows and 
pastures are used. Any fairly 
level field 2.000 to 3,000 feet 
long will usually suffice for 
air-tow launching. For launch­ 
ing with a m o t o r d r i v e n 
winch, a field 4,000 to 5,000 
feet long is preferred. 


The members of the North 
Bay Soaring Assn. have noted 
many meadows and large hill­ 
tops in West Marin that would 
make excellent soaring sites 
and would welcome an invita­ 
tion to investigate them. 
The home base of opera­ 
tions for this club is now the 
Schellvilie Airport, five miles 
south of Sonoma on Highway 
37. 
Flying 
activities 
take 
place every Saturday and Sun­ 
day, weather permitting, and 


on week days as arranged by 
the membership. 


TH EY NOW own a Schweiz- 
er TG-2 sailplane and a Piper 
Super Cruiser, used for air 
towing and recreational fly­ 
ing.

Set in SingajHin* in 1927 
while China seethed with civil 
war, it is the story of Silok 
whose fortunes are in the big 
city but whose heart is still 
with his childhood sweetheart 
in the province ol Fukien 
Silok has come to Singa­ 
pore to studv law. He gradu­ 
ates from the University of 


Malaya and is employed by a 
British law firm. He is hand­ 
some and his uncle has made 
a fortune in rubber during 
the first World War. Certain­ 
ly he is a fine catch for a re­ 
spectable Chinese girl chosen 
by his uncle from one of Sing­ 
apore’s 
richest 
and 
oldest 
families. 
The 
rebellious 
Silok 
be­ 
comes 
infatuated 
with 
an 
Eurasian girl. This affair has 
ended long before Silok re­ 
alizes it although it is pain­ 
fully obvious to the reader. 
This seems odd, for the author 
portrays our hero as a singu­ 
larly astute young man—yet 
he subjects himself repeated­ 
ly to hopelessly humiliating 
situations. 
But always there is Juniper, 
married but raising her and 
Silok's son; both of them suf- 
t e r i n g until circumstances 
permit them to resolve their 
problems together. 
Fukien is the birthplace of 
Lin Yutang and he writes 
lovingly and eloquently of the 
villages tucked away in the 
deep mountains Singapore is 
far away and ugly by com­ 
parison. but necessarily there. 
It is this conflict in a world, 
soon to be even farther sep­ 
arated, which gives interest 
to the book.

The year 1846 saw a swell­ 
ing westward migration split 
more heavily toward Mexican 
California than toward Ameri- 
can-British Oregon.

“Applegate Cutoff” for those 
who chose Oregon. It was the 
year of the Bear Flag Revolu­ 
tion and of raising the Stars 
and Stripes in California And 
it was the year of the Donner 
Party. 
It was also the year that 
found a growing number of 
chroniclers among the riders, 
the bull drivers and the dro­ 
vers heading west. And to fur­ 
ther 
mark 
their 
progress 
there was for the first time a 


steady 
trickle 
going 
back 
across mountains and plains 
to the Mississippi 
those who 
“had seen the elephant.” and 
had enough. 
Of 
the 
rich 
(though 
of 
course far from complete* rec­ 
ords of that year’s migration, 
my old friend Dale Morgan 
has filled two fat volumes that 
bring across the intervening 
decades a cumulative feeling 
of “the way it was on the 
trail” which no single narra­ 
tive could hope to match.

tive Utah. Handicapped by 
loss of hearing, the young stu­ 
dent found here a field in 
which his handicap was often 
in fact an advantage. He has 
become an authority on the 
liistory of the vast Pacific- 
sloped expanse that is now 
Utah.

And the love he holds for his 
work shines through the vol­ 
umes he so carefully pro­ 
duces.

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THE BOOK PAGES 
A Vivid Account 
Of Sepoy Revolt 


By DON KKOWN 


R ic h a r d 
Collier's “ The 
Great Indian Mutiny" is sub­ 
titled "A Dramatic Account 
of the Sepoy Rebellion.” The 
emphasis might well be on 
that word “ dramatic,” for dra- 
matic it is. It is also remark­ 
able. 
Collier's subject, of course, 
is the bloody revolt of native 
troops 
in 
Britain’s 
Bengal 
Army that began in 1857 and 
continued into 1859 
His book differs from and 
is far superior to most histori­ 
cal work in several respects. 
Collier is not content with 
telling you what took place. 
He tells you exactly what 
things were like while it was 
taking place. The smells, the 
sounds, the sights, the emo­ 
tions are all there, described 
with a richness of detail that 
stamps Collier as a gifted 
writer. 
Another uniquely Collier 
approach to history writing is 
to pitch his story on a per­ 
sonal level. By iollowing in­ 
dividuals along the paths of 
history, he makes his chron­ 
icle a very human and very 
real thing. Sometimes the in­ 
dividuals he spotlights are of 
great significance, sometimes 
of 
less 
significance, 
some­ 
times only typical. 
Such a method requires tre­ 
mendous research, well be- 
beyond the relatively simple 
probing of previously pub­ 
lished historical works and 
the official records in the 
archives. 
Personal 
diaries, 
letters, recollections had to be 
mined for the light the people 
who lived through those ter­ 
rible days could shed upon 
the events. 
What emerges is history 
with much greater dimension 
than that to which we have 
become accustomed. War as 
it is related here is no battle 
of wits between opposing gen­ 
erals, manipulating armies of 
thousands like chess pawns.

Nor is it sheer pageantry of 
.charging horses and heroic 
men. Nor is it i dry compila­ 
tion of victories and defeats, 
casualties and captured cita­ 
dels.

It is 
carnage and decay. It is man 
at his courageous best, and 
man at his worst committing 
the foulest of atrocities. It is 
man existing at the animal 
level, man existing in luxury 
on the spoils of war. and man 
ceasing to exist at all. 
It remains to be seen what 
kind of a reception Collier’s 
book will receive from profes­ 
sional historians accustomed 
to less passionate, 
mustier 
tomes. 
But if there is any justice, 
the book will be welcomed 
with open arms by the gen­ 
eral reading public. It is his­ 
tory told the wav it should be 
told— in the terms of the men 
and women whose blood was 
spilled and whose bones were 
smashed and whose flesh was 
torn and seared 
It is fre­ 
quently 
unpleasant 
to

point where it may be too 
much for the squeamish But 
perhaps it is time our squeam­ 
ish faced up to the fact that 
war. then and now. is no game 
nor spectacle, but rather mass 
and mad slaughter that makes 
a mockery of the term “ civili­ 
zation.” 
Squeamish or not. we rec­ 
ommend you read “The Great 
Indian Mutiny ” 
And stick

part of Encyclopaedia Britan- 
nica's "Great Lives Series" 
intended primarily for teen­ 
age readers, but not unpalat­ 
able for the more adult. Like 
most of the books in the se­ 
ries. this one tends to over­ 
look 
personal 
shortcomings 
and minimize mistakes and 
failures. It seems to be the 
practice to honey-coat biogra­ 
phies of the successful when 
they are aimed for the young, 
apparently on the premise 
that the youthful lack the 
maturity to absorb such crit­ 
icism 
and 
place 
it 
in 
its 
proper perspective. 


Thus you do not get the 
idea here that you might ac­ 
quire from other sources that 
Sarnoff is often regarded as 
domineering and even arro­ 
gant and officious. We would 
like to have read a good deal 
more of Sarnoff's theories on 
TV programming, for while 
he and NBC-TV are respon­ 
sible for many of the best 
things we have, there is. nev­ 
ertheless, still great room for 
improvement. 


Still, Tebbel has written a 
book which ‘-houlcl be inspir­ 
ing to our youth, telling as it 
does what happened to one 
man of exceptional 
ability 
and ambition. 
And if some 
facets of the complex Sar­

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Keeping Busy In Your 
Garden In February 


T here’s 
som ething 
really 
fascinating a b o u t starting 
plants from seed. True, it may 
be more practical to use seed­ 
lings from the nursery for 
most things, but do try some 
seeds for the fun of watch­ 
ing the full plant life cycle. 
Godetias, candytuft, alyssum, 
calendulas, 
sweetpeas, 
rad ­ 
ishes and parsley are excel­ 
lent to try because they are 
pretty surefire. Kids love the 
experience of planting seed. 
However, get snail and slug 
bait from your nurserym an 
before the seedlings emerge, 
so you don’t have them eaten 
overnight. 


There 
is nothing 
as de­ 
licious as freshly picked fruit 
or vegetables 
when 
you've 
grown them yourself. Swiss 
Chard is one of the most re ­ 
warding of the vegetables we 
can plant for home consum p­ 
tion. 
and 
the 
red-stemmed 
kind is decorative as well. 


Curly-leafed p a r s l e y , the 
fronds of carrots are hand­ 
some grown among your or­ 
namentals — and eventually 
you can eat the dhard, decor­ 
ate food with parsley (and it 
is very good eating. to o \ en­ 
joy the carrots. 


February is a good time to 
prepare the soil you will need 
for potting plants a little later 
in the year. Not all plants like 
the same mixture, but nearly 
all will do very well in one 
composed of one-third ordi­ 
nary garden soil; one-third 
sharp builders sand; one-third 
humus of some sort. T h i s 
gives the m ixture plenty of 
body to hold the water yet in­ 
sures good drainage — just 
what most plants want. 


The tem ptation in planting 
annuals 
is 
to 
attem pt 
too 
many different things and not 
enough of one thing 
Flan 
beds for annuals so you have 
a real display—of zinnias or 


marigolds or petunias, for ex­ 
am ple— and can keep cutting 
flowers for use as decorations. 
The best way to get started is 
buy seedlings from your n u r­ 
serym an w here you know the 
plants are disease-free and 
certain to grow well. 


Do not reuse your clay pots 
without first cleaning t h e m 
thoroughly. A solution of clor. 
ox or the like in w ater — two 
or three tablespoons to the 
gallon will do — should be 
used. Check them for cracks. 
Replace doubtful or damaged 
ones. 


Sharpen your tools now be­ 
fore the big spring outdoor 
season 
begins. 
Hedge 
and 
pruning 
shears 
should 
be 
sharp so they don’t bruise the 
bark of the limbs you prune 
—and because it makes p ru n ­ 
ing easy. 
If your tools need 
replacing, see a nurserym an 
or garden equipm ent dealer.

And Let s Also Toke The Time To Plon For The Future 


While winter in Marin is 
far from bleak, it does pro­ 
vide us with at least a little 
time to sit down, contem plate 
our handiwork and plan for 
the future. 
There are very few things 
as rew arding as a well plan­ 
ned garden. 
The first step is to pay a 
call on your nearby nursery. 
The nurserym an may suggest 
you call in a landscape archi­ 
tect or he may sit down with 
you and work it out in detail 
— filling in suggested names 
of plants. 
But you can enjoy the fun 
of planning too. 
The im por­ 
tant steps are these 
1. Make an outline of your 
property to scaie If you get 
it down on paper it’s very 
easy. And once you see on 
paper the relationship of your 
house and surrounding land 
you can make sensible plans. 
2. Before you start laying 
out your garden, discuss just 
what it is you want. Is it to be 
a quiet, sheltered g a r d e n 
where you will have a few 
friends from lime to time and 
otherwise r a i s e y o u r pet 
plants'* Is it going to be more 
open 
a place where many 
people can gather, barbecue 
s» .*aks. play badminton, etc? 
Do you have to plan for chil­ 
dren? A place where kids can 
skate or climb or ride bikes 


and a place where adults can 
have a little respite? It makes 
a whale of a difference in the 
layout of your yard just what 
purposes it has to serve. Once 
you have that c l e a r l y in 
mind . . . 
3. 
Decide where the per­ 
manent structures should or 
must go. A patio normally is 
an extension of the house, 
hence is located near the side 
or back door. But this is not 
an inflexible rule. Maybe you 
have an old tree you want to 
retain and you want your pa­ 
tio under it so you 
must 
settle for a path from rear 
door to patio. It doesn’t really 
m atter as long as the result 
is what YOU want 
not what 
someone else says you ought 
to have. Walls, iwrgolas, fixed 
planter boxes, play equipm ent 
- these things should be spot­ 
ted where they are going to 
stay. Once you put down that 
slab of cem ent it’s pretty hard 
to uproot. 
4 Indicate where you think 
you'll want the “ perm an en t” 
plant items — this would in­ 
clude trees, lawn and most 
shrubs. It is true that you can 
move some plant material 
if 
you find something clouded 
your vision when you were 
planning, but it isn't advis­ 
able Indicate your p e r m a - 
nent plantings on the plan 
Your nurserym an can tell you

where the plan can be im­ 
proved. And if you’ve made 
the very common mistake of 
wanting a tree that will grow 
to 80 feet when full-size and 
your yard can only take one 
of 40 feet, he can tell you 
what tree and variety of sub­ 
stitute. But at this juncture 
just i n d i c a t e you want “a 
tree,” ‘‘a lawn ” “a garden 
bench,” 
“a bedding p l a n t 
area.” 
5. 
Once you have all the 
p e r m a n e n t structures and 
plants on your plan you can 
make as many plans as space 
perm its for the more tra n ­ 
sient annuals, bulb beds, veg­ 
etable patches and the like. 
In doing this it is wise to al­ 
low plenty of room for the 
plants to grow Those t i n y 
bedding plants that come to 
you four inches high, grow to 
be big plants—the xinnia. the 
dahlia, the delphinium W hat­ 
ever you plant, always rem em . 
ber to give it enough room 
to reach its normal height 
and width. (This is very true 


of your shrubs, naturally.) An 
excellent way to see w hether 
the curves of your walks or 
lawn or whatever, will look 
right is to use the hose to 
make an outline. If possible 
get up high (a second-story 
window?) and look down on 
your pattern. It is easy then 
to make adjustm ents and get 
a fairly good idea of how the 
overall design will look when 
complete. 
6. 
Select your plant m ater­ 
ial. Try to get some idea of 
what you would like by col­ 
lecting the names of trees and 
shrubs grown by f r i e n d s , 
neighbors or even strangers 
who have what you find beau­ 
tiful. Then you can take your

Your nursery­ 
man will be able to help you 
pick the ones for the various 
seasons. T here are some good 
books (read those for Califor­ 
nia, not the Fast), of course, 
but in the end the n u rse ry ­ 
man knows best.

A CHECKLIST FOR 
GARDENERS OF MARIN 
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TYPICAL PLACES which 
require caulking include the 
space between window frames 
and door jambs and adjacent

Rope caulk comes in long 
strands which are pressed 
into place with the fingers 
and can be used wherever 
gun grade caulk would be. 
This type product is non-dry­ 
ing and is liable to pick up 
dirt and should be painted. 
It can be easily removed by 
simply stripping it away. 


BEFORE ANY type caulk -I 
ing compound is used, the 
areas to be caulked must be 
free of dirt, dust, moisture 
and grease. Gaps deeper than 
five-eighths inch should be 
partially filled with oakum 
before the compound is ap­ 
plied. 
When applying gun caulk, 
hold the gun at a 45-degree 
angle to the surface in the 
same plane as the gap to be 
filled. Do not hold at right 
angles to the crack. All joints 
or beads of caulking should 
be at least three-eighths inch 
deep. 
There are two types of 
caulking guns. In the first, 
the cylinder is loaded with 
bulk caulk from the contain­ 
er. In the second type, the 
gun is loaded with a cartridge 
of compound. The average j 
cartridge will fill 10 to 15, 
linear feet.
